Striking Longshoremen Asking for Work— 
Timbermen Striking—&malli Comfort. 


New York, February 15.—The business of 
the steamship and railroad companies on the 
piers along the river front has assumed its 
normal condition, and freight is being moved 
as systematically as before the big strike.

LESTER VS. BUTLER. 


General Continues His Severe Cross- 
Examination of the Plaintiff. 


New YorK, February 15.—The case of J. H. 
Lester against Gen. Benjamin F. Butler. was 
continued to-day in the United States Circuit 
Court before Judge Coxe. Lester's cross - exam- 
ination by Gen. Butler proceeded.

RAILWAY REGULATION. 


JUDGE PORTIS TALKS ABOUT THE PRO- 
POSED STATE LAW. * 


The Measure Not Much More Restrictive 
Than Existing Legislation—An Essential 
Objection to This and the Interstate Com- 
merce Law— Nickel- Plate Mortgages — 
Iowa Pool Pereentages—Judge Shepard’s 
Decision of the New York, Chicago & St. 
Louis Railroad—N otes. 


The railroad men are so taken up with the 
interstate commerce law, which is now re- 
ceiving close attention from officials, that they 
pay little attention apparently to State legisia- 
tion. The law, therefore, which has been agreed 
upon for submission to the General Assembly 
has scarcely been regarded. The determina- 
tion seems to have been hit upon to let the 
Legislature try its hand at all the legislation it 
chooses to get up. 

Few opinions on the proposed law can be 
obtained, because no one has studied it care- 
fully with a view to discovering what effect it 
will have on transportation. 

JUDGE PORTIS, 

attorney for the Missouri Pacific, talked about 
the measure to a Post-DIsPATCH reporter to- 
day. ‘‘Ihave read the bill.“ said he, ‘‘ but 
not carefully, nor with a view to interpreting 
it, nor of deciding what effect it will 
have on the frailroads in the State. 


It is similar to the interstate commerce bill, 
and differs {rom that only in being fuller and 
in 1 the penalties for its violation more 
severe. It makes such acts felonious. As 
far as 1 am concerned 1 think 
nearly everything that is in the Dill 
is contained practically in existing legisiation, 
with the exception of the anti-pooling pro- 
vision. Discrimination is prohibited in exist- 
ing legislation and that included nearly 
everything forbidden 

matters of special 

rebates, long and hauls, 

large and small shipments are only phases of 
discrimination which are here set forthin de- 
tail. It is a declaration of the views of the 
people's representatives on the subject of 
transportation. These things come in 
waves. There have undoubtedly been 
abuses and the eople are led dy 
the press and the politicians to correct them. 
In doing it, unfortunately, they often go 
further than sound judgment dictates, and 
hardship ensues, but only for a time. These 
things work themselves out and adjust them- 
selvés to the laws of trade. 

„Do vou see any substantial objection to 
the bill?“ 

„As 1 tell you, I have not studied it with 
sufficient care to give a legal opinion. There 
may be provisions which will interfere with 
trade and trade must goon, Take the clause 
which places competing points on 
the same basis as other pointe. 
Take atown on the river for instance. We 
will suppose that there isa large amount of 
grain to be carried to this city. The shipper 
goes to the steamboat company and gets a 
rate, then he goes to the railroad company to 
get a cheaper rate and runs back and for- 
ward between them until he gets the low 
est he can get and ships the grain. 

IF THE BAILROAD CARRIES 

it for all it can possibly get in such a case and 
it happens to be less than the schedule rate 
why every shipment from every other point 
on the road at lesser distance where the rate is 
above this is liable to fine. And yet 
this road must reduce its rate 
or lose the business altogether. No 
legislation can stop the laws of 
trade any more than it can stop the Mississippi 
River. Ithink the law should be general, se- 
curing justice to all, and in the matter of rate 
a maximum reasonable rate should be fixed 
ae the railroads be allowed to work under 
that. 


But the chief objection Ihave to this Dill 
and to the interstate commerce bill ts that they 
are not just. In the case which I cited 
of a shipper running between two 
railroads or river and rail to secure 
alow rate, whose is the crime in this in- 
stance? Istherailroad any worse than the 
shipper? The oy «ted aids, abets and encour- 
ages the road to discriminate or to violate the 
law, and is equally guilty, or even more so, 
and yet under the law the _ shipper 
goes free. I believe that an abettor of crime 
should be punished andI think that these 
laws do not provide for this. This is to me an 
essential objection to them.

It is reported 
that a street oar ‘‘combine’’ is being 
perfected to defeat the elevated 
road bills by tacking on amendments in the 
Council, and thereby securing their return to 
the House, where, under the pew order of 
things, the bills will receive the death- 
blow in the reorganized committees. 
It 1s, however, recognized that the 
bills have strong backing and may go through 
the Council in their present shape. In this 
event the main object of the combination, as 
understood at the hall, will be defeated. The 
reported combination may have some con- 
nection with the coming elections to select 
six Councilmen and twenty-eight delegates. 


Even the municipal officers who are in daily 
contact with the members of the House do 
not pretend to understand the significance of 
the reorganization and the rumored combina- 
tion of street car men who individually have 
great influence in the Assembly. 


Proposed Improvements. 


At the regular meeting of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, held this morning, 
Street Commissioner Turner present- 
ed the titles of ninety petitions 


for opening, grading and paving streets 
and alleys in various parts of the city. After 
discussing the petitions the Board decided to 
hear the advocates on March 8, 
next.

Maj. C. D. Comfort on the Defeat of the 
Militia Bill in the House—Probable Reor- 
ganization Under a City Ordinance—C. C.

The defeat of the militia bill in the Lower 
House of the Missouri General Assembly 
was received with anything but enthusiasm 
by the members of the local regiment 
and the citizens who have given their 
time and moi ey to the assistance of the militia 


often disappointea before—the boys who wore 
the blue and the gentlemen who emptied their 
pockets. For years after each failure of the 
Legislature to pass a bill giving them some 
aid it has been said, ‘‘It is hard, but we’ll not 
stop trying yet;we’ll make another attempt. 
Prior to the meeting of the Legislature two 
years ago Gov. Marmaduke sent urgent orders 
to Col. E. D. Meier, then in command, 
to have two companies in readi- 
ness for transportation to Sedalia 
where rioters were expected to wreck the 
property of the Missouri Pacific Rallway Com- 
pany. Companies were gotten under arms 
at the Armory before dawn and left the 
Union Depot on a special train for the scene 
of possible excitement. The ,Governor 
did not think it wise to send them 
directiy to Sedalia, but stopped the 
train at Centertown, a locality where there 


was everything rural and suburban except 
things to eat. There for two weeks 
the company waited, and there 
the excitement at Sedalia and about there hav- 
ing subsided they were returned home. 
The Governor promised them compensation 
for their time, but no compensation 
has ever been received. The Legislature, 
which met not long after, failed to pass a bill 
— $85,000 tor the benefit of the 
militia establishment of the State after the 
members had been almost to a man pledged to 
vote forthe bill. The boys at the Armory 
„said then Ve WIII regign.’’ Gov. 
*| Marmaduke wrote to E. D. Meier and urged 
on him to prevent the dissolution of 
the St. Louis companies. The Colonel 
used all his influence and the men 
finally res@lved to try another two vears of 
play soldiering.

THE AUSTRO-HUNGARY WAR OREDITS. 
BupDa-PEsTH, February 15.—The Government 
to-day submitted tothe lower house of the 
Hungarian Diet a bill appropriating 7,460,000 
florins to supply the Hungarian Landwebr and 
the army reserves with stocks of war material 
and to equip the first band of the Landsturm. 
All the parties in the House, after a confer- 
ence, agreed to vote for the passage of 
the bill without debate. The measure was at 
once referred to the Military and Financial 
Committee of the House. The pre- 
amble to the bill explains that the 
credits asked for are demanded asa natural 
sequence of the adoption of the bill organ- 
izing the Landsturm of volunteer ser-

FALLING 1,000 FEET. 


It Was with a Parachute, and the Man 
_. Touched Bottom Safely. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle, 

The announcement that Prof. T. 8. 
Baldwin would drop from a balloon when 
at an elevation of 1,000 feet by means ofa 
patent parachute, drew an immense con- 
course of people to the terminus of the 
Haight street cable line yesterday after- 
pnoon. 
It was close on to 30’clock when Prof. 
Baldwin made his appearance, clad in 
tights, and no time was lost in arrangin 
preliminaries. The apparatus by means o 
which he proposed toreach mother earth 
from the altitude before mentioned was 
made of canvas and attached tothe side 
of the balloon in such a manner that the 
strain of the aeronaut’s weight on it would 
sever the connection. When fully ex- 
panded the machine was seen to be an 
enormous parachute, from the outer edge 
of which hung numerous cords of about 
eight feet in length, which met beneath, 
and had suspended from them an ordinary 
trapeze bar. 
Prof. Baldwin was accompanied by M. 
Blanchard. When the desired height had 
een reached Prof. Baldwin grasped the 
rapeze bar with both handsand dropped 
over the side of the basket. As the rush 
throuch the air expanded the parachute, 
it seemed to pause in mid-air. This was 
only momentary, however, and as the 
law of gravitation beganto assert itself 
the distance between the Professor 
and the earth visibly lessened. As 
he — to the bar he could be seen 
anxiously looking beneath him, as if 
speculating on what kiud of territory he 
was going to land in. Down he came, 
gathering velocity with every foot until it 
was very evident that some miscalcula- 
tion as to the rate of speed of the machine 
had been made, and that if the Professor 
had the bad luck to be dumped ona picket 
fence or on the roof a house the 
trip would not be devoid of acci- 
dent. All’s well that ends well, how- 
ever, and the only thing that suffered 
through the experiment was a small wat- 
tle tree through which the aeronaut 
crashed before striking the ground. He 
landed in a lot attached to asmal! cottage, 
and was immediately surrounded by thou- 
sands eager to know if he had been hurt. 
That he was none the worse for his rapid 
descent was clearly tobe seen, as after 
being congratula by Van Tassel, he 

threw a back somersault and engag 

in a fifty-yard spurt. 

The reason given by Prof. Baldwin for 
the unexpected speed with which he came 
down is that the parachute did not ex- 
pand fully until very close to the ground, 
by which time he had gained a velocity 
that was not easily checked. Others pres- 
ent considered that the diameter of the 
apparatus—24 feet—was not sufficient,and 
that it ought to be increased by at least 
5 feet to insure absolute safety in making 

a descent of 1,000 feet. .

JEFFERSON Crry, Mo., February 15.—The 
good work of the Senate last week in agree- 
ing, in Committee of the Whole, upon the 
main features of the bill establishing and pro- 
viding for the maintenance of the State 
militia was knocked into a cocked hat this 
morning by the action of the House in defeat- 
ing the House militia bill on engrossment. 
The vote against the bill was so overwhelm- 
ingly large and decisive that it settles at once 
and for all the fate of any measure of a similar 
character which may come up this session. 
Mr. Shaw of Ste. Genevieve stated after the 
defeat thgt he had expected the bill would be 
voted down, but that he was still hopeful of 
the ability of the friends of the measure to 
obtain a reconsideration of to-day’s vote, and 
to finally 

OVERCOME ALL OPPOSITION, 

and carry the bill through. In view of the 
fact that the ballot on the engrossment of 
the bill stood 80 noes to 47 ayes, it is hardly 
probabie that the motion to reconsider will 
prevail. When the bill came up in regular 
order for engrossment and printing, Mr. 
Harris Shaw of Ste. Genevieve, Chairman of 


the Committee on Militia, offered a 
number of unimportant amendments, similar 
to those which had been agreed to by the Sen- 
ate, and makingthe bill the same, word for 
word, asthe Senate measure. None of the 
amendments were opposed, all being agreed 
toinaspirit which deceived the friends of 
the bill, wbo were congratulating themselves 
upon their success, and disagreeably sur- 
prised lateron.

THE SENATE. 

The Senate this morning occupied a great deal 
of time in the discussion of Senator Parcher’s 
bill prohibiting the acceptance of railroad 
passes or free transportation of any kind by 
State officials or other persons not connected 
in an official capacity with railroad com- 

anies. A number of the Senators 

ave expressed themselves in favor of the 
the House free pass bill, who do not favor 
restricting the ruilroadsin issuing passes so 
far as persons not State officials are concerned, 
and the bill failed to pass, the vote standing 
15 ayes to 12 noes, just falling three votes short 
of a constitutional majority. 

The bill repealing the law establishing a 
branch penitentiary, was taken up and passed 
by a vote of 25 ayes to 2 noes. 

"HE HvUSE. 

Mr. Saulsbury of Chariton called up the 
Fotheringham investigation resolution and 
moved to reconsider the vote by which it 
passed. Uwing tothe absence of the author 
of the resolution the matter was laid over in- 
formally. 

Mr. Booth of Franklin introduced the local 
Option bill agreed to by the Democratic cau- 
cus last night. The measure provides for 
local option, by counties, the elections to be 
held on petition on the first Tuesday in No- 
vember, 1887, and biennially thereafter. In 
counties voting for the sale of liquor peti 
tions for dramshop licenses shall be signed 
by the taxpaying voters instead of taxpaying 
citizens as now required. Chairman Allison 
ofthe Committee on Education presented a 
majority report of the committee, recom- 
mending a substitute bill prohibiting the 
teaching of foreign languages in public 
schools, acting undera special charter. In 
effect the substitute of the committee ap- 
plies only to St. Louis and the schools of a few 
large cities, and snould it be adopted, German 
and other foreign languages will be taught 
Only in the high school departments. 

Mr. Moulton submitted a minority report 
recommending that the law remain as at pres- 
ant. After considerable discussion, both re- 
ports were ordered printed. The fight on the 
substitute will occur when it comes up for en- 
grossment early next week. 

THE SUBMISSION RESOLUTION. 

At 10:30 o'clock Satterwhite of St. Francois 
County called for the special order of the

SAVED BY HIS SWEETHEART. 


How a Vile Wretch Was Rescued from the 
Law’s Clutches. 


One of those developments in Jife which set 
at naught all the theories of philosophers and 
moralists came to light at the office of the 
Post-office Inspectors yesterday. The expla- 
nation of the surprising finale could only be 
found in the old maxim that ‘‘love is blind.“ 

A month or so ago a young lady, about 20, 
good in looks and life, who lives in a little 


town in the interior ofthe State, but who clerks 
in a fruit store in this city, received a 
communication through the mail whose vile- 
ness of spelling was no more remarkable than 
the vileness of the contents. In fact, it was of 
such an offensive character that its age 
through the mails was in violation ofthe pos. 
tal regulation against obscenity. Bewildered 
by the surprising nature of the insult the 
lady endured her mortification in silence. 
Several weeks passed and then a longer letter, 
worse than the first, reached ber through the 
postman. Dazed and frightened by these 
secret attacks she laid the matter before her 
employer, who was as much puzzied as to 
the best way to proceed as she. A few 
days later the employer himself received a 
scurrilous screed which soangered him that 
he took all the correspondence and laid it be- 
fore Inspector McAfee of the Post-office, whuse 
researches extend principally in the direction 
of prohibited mail matter. 

It was not long before the Inspector 
ran the villain to cover. He ascertained 
that the young lady had a lover and his 
experience taught him that he was probably 
the guilty party. He watched him and learned 
allabout him. He was a bar-keeper, dressed 
well, and was well behaved, and the last 
one the uninitiated would bave suspected. 
But no other theory was available, and 
80 that was worked out to its 
limit. Yesterday morning the evidence had 
all been gathered towether so completely that 
it was decided to lace the youn wain, not 
more than 20 21 years old, Ying bars 
that do not have mint juleps, and just as the 
swoop was being outlined, news came in that 
the lady had married the fellow.

UP TO DIVORCE.

A Domestic Problem and a Conflict of Testi - 
mony—The Cundiff Contract With the 
Knapps—A Decision of Importance to 
Surviving Partners—Suits on Trial To- 
Day Before the Circuit Judges. 


The contested divorce case of Mrs. Sarah 
Bedell against Albert T. Bedell was called be- 
fore Judge Dillon to-day. The Bedelle ap- 
pear to have hada stormy domestic career. 
They were married September 21, 1878, in St. 
Clair County, LUlinois. The separation took 
piace last February. Mrs. Bedell ac- 
cused her husband of the most cruel 
and barbarous treatment, alleged that 
he struck and beat her without any 
provocation, and at one time caused her to be 
arrested and imprisoned for the space of three 
days, and then failed to appear against her. 
On one occasion she alleged that her husband 
knocked her head through a window: pane and 
another time he choked her on a sofa, seized 
her by the hair and knocked her head against 
a brick wall. Mra. Bedell further alleged that 
her husband failed to support her. She asked 
for the custody of the youngest child and for 
alimony. 

The husband fiJed an answer and cross-bill 
denying his wife’s allegations and declaring 
that he was the injured party. He alleged that 
his wife entertained strange men who induiged 
in liquor at his house, and that when he ap- 
proached she would curse in the most horrible 


mannerand shout: ‘‘Run, or the old man 
will «ill you. He further alleged that his 
wife was in the habit of leaving home at all 
hours of the nightand day giving no excuse 
for ber absence, and that she neglected her 
family and whipped the children most unmerci 
fully. On one occasion she packed her 
trunk and deciared her intention of leaving 
the house for good. Mr. Bedell complains 
that his wife kept up her irregular conduct fer 
nearly five years, and that she kept in the 
house as a boarder a young man objectionable 
to her husband and against his wishes. He 
asked thatthe children’s custody should be 
awarded to him. 


Gentle Annie. 


Edward Turner has filed a petition in the 
Circuit Court seeking a decree of divorce from 
Annie Turner. They were married in April, 
17. and lived together until April, 1885. Mr. 


Turner alleges that his wife frequently threat- 
ened his life, assaulted him with a poker, 
knocked him down and otherwise abused 
him. He also alleges that his wife was guilty 
of improper conduct with other men. 


The Cundiff Contract. 


The suit of the administrators ot J. H. R. 
Cundiff against George Knapp & Company 
was called before a jury to-day in Judge 
Thayer’s court. This is a claim onan alleged 
contract made by the late J. H. R. Cun- 


diff with the late George Knapp 
and John Knapp at the time of 
the collapse of the St. Louis Times. 
There were contracts existing for the city 
printing when Col. Cundiff suspended publi- 
cation of the Times atthe office ofthat paper 
in December, 1880, and he entered into an 
agreement with the Knapps to continue the 

ublication of the Times at the office of the 

publican until the contract exp:red. This 
arrangement was wade prior to the fore- 
closure proceedings in court and the sale of 
the Times property. 

For the Cundiff estate it is claimed that the 
Knappe agreed to employ him as an editorial 
writer at a salary of $8,500 per annum for three 
„ in addition, to give him shares 
of stoc in the Republican of the par 
value of $,000. The stock was never 
received, and Col. Cundiff died after several 
years’ service in the editorial and business 
departments of the Republican. The admin- 
istrators sued Geo. Knapp & Company for the 
value of the stock, and an answer 
was filea setting forth that the con- 
tract with Col. Cundiff’ was faithfully 
kept by the Knapps; that the Times was 
published, and that Col. Cundiff was regularly 
employed and regularly paid at the Republican 
office, but that he never paid the sum of $6,000, 
which was the agreed consideration for the 
publication of the Times newspaper, and that 
no contract was ever made with him whereby 
he was to receive stock in the Republican.

Verdict for $5,000.

The Tutt Partnership. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision of 
some interest to surviving partners. The firm 
of D. G. Tutt & Co. was dissolved by the death 
of Wm. 8. Reid, one of the partners, January 


1, 1883. D. G. Tutt qualified as surviving part- 
ner on the 8d of January, 1883, and adminis- 
tered the partnership estate. In June, 1888, 
he filed his final settiement and claimed an 
allowance of 3 per cent. commissions 
for compensation for his services as surviving 
partner in the administration. Exceptions 
were filled to the claim by the administrator 
ot the estate of Wiliiam S. Reid and the Pro- 
bate Court sustained them. Mr. Tutt 
appealed from the decision of the Probate 
Court. The Supreme Court has held that 
the duty of winding up the affairs of 
a partnership estate was one tnat the 
surviving partner owed, and that he was not 
entitled to compensation for performing that 
duty anless it was expressly so provided in 
the co-partnership agreement. There was no 
right in the surviving partner to such service 
before the act of 1885, and, as jt is not retro- 
spective in its action, the surviving partner in 
this case is not entitled to compensation. 

The order of distribution of the estate is as 
follows: Robert E. Williams, administrator of 
the estate of Wm. S. Reid, $1,481.73; Dent G. 
Tutt, $16,893.18 and E. G. Tutt $759.19.

SCHOOL BOARD VACANCIES, 


Members Desire the General Election Post- 
poned till October. 


The present Directors of the Board of Pub- 
lic Schoois wish to retain their seats in spite 
of the redistricting of the city and the new 
formation of the wards. The report of the 
Redistricting Committee having been ap- 
proved by the Circuit Court, which appointed 
them, the new ward limits are es- 
tablished, and under the first section 


of an act of the General Assembly concerning 
the election of school board directors the 
seats of the members are vacated. The follow- 
ing is the section: 

**SKCTION i. Whenever the boundaries of any 
ward in the City of St. Louis shall be changed, 
the seats of the directors of ‘‘The Board of 

nt and Directors of the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Schools’’ elected from said ward shall be 
vacated and said board shall order elections 
for the seats so to be vacated, in the manner 
and at the time as now provided by law, and 
by the rules of said board; but the present 
directors shall continue in office until their 
successors are elected and qualified.’’ 

Some of the present directors do not desire 
an election, and stand upon the second clause 
of the section which gives the board the power 
to order the new election. Section 4 of the 
charter of the board aiso provides thatthe 
**said board of President and directors shall 
have power to judge the qualifications, elec- 
tions and returns of the members, and to pre- 
scribe the time, place and manner of conduct- 
ing the elections of members of the board in 
the several wards of the vg 4 ** etc. 

Under this provision the board adopted the 
following rule: All general elections for 
directors ef the St. Louis Public Schools shall 
be held in the respective wards on the fourth 
Tuesday in October in each year at such 
place or places as the board may direct. 

With such legal provisions at their back the 
members whooppose the new election also 

lead the expense it would cause. The 
undaries of all the wards have been changed 
except the Third and the Twenty- 
fourth. The Third is now represented by 
John B. Taylor, whose term expires October 
1887, and the Twenty-fourth, now called the 
Thirteenth, is represented by Louis F. Weibel. 
whose term expires October, 1889. They will 
bold over until their terms expire, but vacan- 
cies now exist in the twenty-six other wards. 
According to the new ward lines the present 
members reside in the wards as given below:

They were subsequently taken to 
Jefferson Market Court, but they refused to 
make complaints against each other. An jn.

A DICKENS OF A ROW. 


A Suspended Student Brings Suit Against a 
College Faculty.

CARLISLE, Pa., February 15.—The jury were 
impanneled yesterday afternoon in the case 
of John M. Hill, a student, against the faculty 
of Dickenson College.

PROVED A FAILUBE. 


Transplanting a Rabbit's Eye to the Head 
of aHuman Being. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 
New Tonk, February 15.—There has just 
been tried in this city for the first and prob- 
ably the last time the experiment of trans- 
ferring the eye of a living rabbit to the head 
of a human being. Mr. Chas. E. Williams, 
the city editor of the Minneapolis Tribune, 
lost his right eye seventeen years ago. A few 
months ago the left eye began to trouble bim 
and the doctor told him he would have to 
have the extinct eye removed to save the 
other. Mr. Williams, who bad read of the 
experiments of transplanting of rabbit eyes 
by Mr. Mays of this city, came to New York in 
the latter part of January, and offered himself 
as a subject on which to perform the opera- 
tion. e operation was performed on the 
afternoon of February 1 in Mr. Williams 
room, 119 East Fifty-ninth street. Mr. ll - 
jams was in a une physical 
dition and is a man of 
nervous vitality aud force. With Dr. May 
came Dr. Gruening, Dr. Wilmer of Mt, Sinai 
Hospital, halt a dozen medical students and a 
professional nurse, The animal which was to 
contribute an eye for Mr. Williams’ adorn- 
ment was a very large Beigian hare, with eyes 
which almost matched Mr. Williams’ in color, 
except that they were just a shade darker and 
2-25 smaller. Mr. Williamsleftthe room and 
_ rabbit was placed ona table and subjected

„Mr. Williams was then brought to the room 
and laid upon a sofa a few feet away from the 
table on which lay the rabbit. hen Mr. 
Williams was also under the influence of ether 
the first step inthe operation both upon the 
rabbit and upon Mr. Williams’ eye 
Was to cut loose the  conjunctional 
sack from the muscles which control the move- 
ment ofthe eye, and asthey were cut these 
ends were caught with a ligature of silk 
thread. The optic nerves in the rabbit's eye and 
in the eye of the human being were severed 
at about the same time and the transfer was 
then made as quickly as possible, the optic 
morves joined, and the muscles in the human 
head attached to the conjunctional sack of the 
rabbit’s eye, which was then put into its place. 
The entire operation lasted an hour and a 
qaarter. Both eyes were tightly bandaged 
and Mr. Williams was piaced upon his back in 
bed. The second ay when the 

ogee were removed, 

able a slight upon the cornea 
of the rabbit eye, and the fourth day Mr. 
Williams was able to roll his eyes naturally 
and simultaneously, proving that the muscu- 
lar attachment had been perfected. On the 
evening of the eighth day there was a slight 
discoloration and moisture on the band 
which indicated a rupture ofthe cornea. Th 
enlarged and on the next * nearly ali the 
coloring matter of the iris had run out. 
Nothing was left then but to remove the rab- 
bit’s eye and Mr. Williams will, in a few days, 
have a glass eye put in and go home.

The story of the purchase as told by Treasurer 
Billings of the Boston club is that the idea of 
buying Kelly first entered the heads of the 
management shortly after the close of the sea- 
son of 1886, when the reports of bad blood be- 
tween the crack neider and Anson and Spald- 
ing were first circulatea. Mr. Soden was loth 
to believe that Spaldin would part with 
Kelly but finally mustered up sufficient cour- 
age to broach-the matter to him. The first 
offer made was 5.000. It was made by 
letter and the answer came in due time that 
Spalding could not afford t» dispose of his 
best player forso small a sum as $5,000. At 
the same time he added that double the 
amonnt offered would secure the release. 
In reply to this Soden wrote Spalding that he 
would pay $9,000 for Kelly, but the Chicago 
President was immovable in his first proposi- 
tion. The Boston Clab, intent on not being 
beaten out of so big a bargain for a mere 
paltry $1,000, decided to pay the $10,000 
casb immediately and signthe player. Further 
correspondence passed between Boston and 
Chicago, and Friday night everything 
was ready for Michael to place his signature 
to a Boston contract. Messrs. Soden, Conant 
and Billings left Sunday night for Poughkeep- 
sie, N. V., having wired Kelly to meet them at 
that place. Kelly came and met them, as 
agreed upon. Hewas asked for what salary 
he would play with the Bostons and 
modestly replied that $5,000 would be abont 
the figure. This sum seemed a trifle large to 
Mr. Soden, and after disenssing the matter ter 
an hour and one-half meee | agreed to sign for 
the limit, 62,000, and to sell his portrait to Mr. 
Soden forahandsome sum. He is now the 
big man on the Bostons and will take John 
Morrili’s place as captain the coming season. 

Kelly became famous since his connection 
with the 7 cae White Stockings, and 
„Kelly“ and ‘‘Chicago’’ have become 80 
thoroughly welded together in the minds of 
enthusiasts that it will be. really painful to 
tear them apart. Kelly hails from Paterson, 
N.J.,where he first played in the local team. In 
1878 he piayed in Columbus, O., and in 1879 he 
went to Cincinnati, which club had hie services 
one year. The season following, 1880, he signed 
with the Chicago team and has played with 
thatclub ever since. As a change catcher 
Kelly stands withouta peer in the country. 
For his services with the Ohicagoa for the sen- 
son of 1886, he received $2,250, $2,000 salary and 
$250 for winning the League championship.

sia, to Teheran. He ved at Teheran in 
December, 1885, and remained there till March, 
1886, when he started through Afghanistan to 
Inaia. The British authorities were desirous 
of preventing his ride through Afghanistan, 
not from political reasons, as has been gener- 
ally supposed, bit because the Afghans are 
very anatical, especially against Chris- 
tians, and it was feared he would be 
murdered. He took his departure ve 
quietly from Teheran, however, an 
crossed the Afgban frontier about 300 miles 
away from the usual route to Herat. Within 
800 miles of the Indian frontier he was arrested 
and carried back to Herat, whence he returned 
to the Uaspian Sea and took a steamer for Con- 
stantinople. The Russian authorities, regard- 
ing him as a probabie spy, had prevented him 
from riding through Turkestan. From Con- 
stantinople Mr. Stevens went to Egypt and 
crossing that country by rail embarked 
on the Red Sea, landed in India and 
wheeled upto the nearest possibie point on 
the Indian frontier, tothe plain where he 
had been stopped in Afghanistan and thence 
down to Calcutta. Proceeding from Calcutta 
to Canton by steamer he started to wheel 
across China towards Japan, but after trav- 
elling 500 miles hie progresa was summarily 
interrupted atatown called Kingan Foo, on 
the Kan-Kiang, where a mob of 2,000 Celestiais 
assailed him and two soldiers, who had been 
sent with bim as a guard. He escaped a vio- 
lent death by. :‘rashing into the Yamen, 
or official inciosure of the town, 
to which his uards directed him. 
He was struck about the body and buadly 
bruised by a number of the missiles. He was 
spirited out of the Yamen in the night time by 
the authorities and placed upon a boat, by 
which he descended the Kan-Kiang to its 
unction with the great river of China, the 
ang-Tse-Kiang, where he took a steamer to 
From thére he crossed to Naga- 


to Yokohoma, where he embarked for San 
Francisco. He arrived in San Francisco on 
January 7 last, having made the circuit of the 
world in about two years and nine months. 
PARALYZED THE PKOPLE. 

Mr. Stevens related these particulars of his 
ourney to a Post-DIsPATCH correspondent 
ast night. He was cordially received by the 
wheelmen throughout Europe as far as East 
Bulgaria and was an object of attention to 
both press and populace. At Belgrade, the 
capital of Servia, he found a wheelmen’s club, 
which welcomed him and sent a member to 
journey with him tothe frontier of Bulgaria. 
After leaving Servia hesaw no more wheelmen 
until he reached India. His appearance in 
Turkey wasa cause of eat wonderment to 
the 1 At Angorla, in Asia Minor, he 
dined by invitation with the Governor, who 
issued a proclamation calling on the peo- 
ple to come out and witness his de- 
parture.

Before leaving Oonstantino- 
ple he took the precaution to havea number 
of gold Turkish coins covered with cloth and

China he found the people very ill disposed.

In addition 
to their general dislikdof foreigners they were 
— por excited at that time over the 
rencn operations in Tenguin and suspected 
himasa spy. He found no difficulty, how- 
ever, in getting accommodation at night time, 
and his passports from the Chinese author- 
ities at Canton made it compulsory on the inn- 
keepers to receive him.

MURDOCH AND THE STAGE. 


Brookes More Fully Explains the 
Actor’s Position. 


The statement of Rev. Dr. J. H. Brookes at 
the Presbyterian pastors’ meeting a week ago, 
that the actor, Murdoch, had told him that he 
(Murdoch) would kick the average actor out 
of bis house and that he would not 
let his daughter attend the theater, 
has attracted wide-spread attention. 


As published in the Post-DIsPaTOoH this re- 
markable attack onthe stage has awakened 
— interest. The daughter of Mr. Murdoch 

aving written to a person in St. Louis accus- 
ing Dr. Brookes of cruelly misrepresenting her 
father, the reverend gentlemun was seen 53 4 
Posr- DISPATCH reporter last evening r. 
Brookes was ust about to leave 
for Wichita, Kan., where he expects 
to preach this week, remaining prob- 
ably over Sunday. Asked for some 
exact data regarding Murdoch’s statements, 
Dr. Brookes said: I don't like to say any- 
thing more about this. I have received a let- 
ter from Miss Murdoch and have = to 
the effect that my remarks had evidently been 
misunderstood. I told her I wanted her to un- 
derstand thatI didn’t mean to say that her 
father said he would kick any actor 
out of bis house, but simply that 
there was a class of actors whose morals 
were so bad that he would treatthemso. Of 
course Mr. Murdoch would receive any re- 
—— actor as he would any other respect- 
able person. It was of this particular class 
that he spoke. Now, about his not allowin 
his daughter to attend a theater, I understoo 
Mr. Murdoch to say, not that he would not 
allow his daughter everto attend a theater, 
but he would be very careful about the seleo- 
tion of the place. The history of the talk is 
brefly that I met Mr. Murdoch inCincinnati in 
1861 and formed a friendship for him,and ayear 
or so later he visited me in St. Louis. He then 
said he was trying

ow moraltone. He had tried to get the pro- 

fessorship of elocution in Harvard College, 
but had been rejected because of his con- 
nection with the stage. He told how one of 
his pupils had been chosen to the professor- 
ship over his head, and this hurt him very 
much. I remember how he was pacing up 
and down the room at the time he men- 
tioned the immoralities of the stage, and the 
class of actors he considered so objection- 
able. ISaid to him: 

„Murdoch, you know that if I should say 
from the puipit one-half of what you have told 
me, I would be denounced as a bigut.’ 

He stopped in his walk and replied: ‘I tell 
you, you cannot set your face too strongly 

ainst the things I have condemned.’ 

»Then Mr. urdoch related to me an 
incident ofa friend of his in Louisville who 
had left the stage disgusted at its bad 
character. When this friend was reproached 
by his acquaintances for attending the theater 
occasionaily, he answered: ‘I attend just to 
keep up my disgust.’ That was about the kind 
of feeling that animated Murdoch. 

REV. DR. EDWARD COOPER, 

editor of the Presbyterian organ, the St. Louis 
Evangelist, speaking on the same theme yes- 
terday, said: ‘‘Why,1 remember Murdoch 
told me about the immoralities of the stage. 
He didn’t tell me he would never let 
his daughter attend the theater, but 
he did say he could not make up his 
mind to train his children for the stage be- 
cause of its immoralities. Why, Murdoch 
quit the stage because of its immoralities and 
lectured for the Y. M. C. A. on that very sub- 
ject. The way he came to meet with so marty 
ministers was through his school for elocu- 
tion he opened at Loveiand, O., a finely ar- 
ranged institution. A great many preachers 
went to him thereto secure advantage of his 
experience in voice culture. 

The statements to Dr. Brookes were no sur- 
prise to his congregation, members of which 
say that he has frequently in the pulpit for 
many years quoted Murdoch as condemning 
the stage.
